The vote i s a mer e
expression or a mere way to determine whether or not t he r e i s
community consent. So we avoid the argument that we don't want
to give the voters in a particular county the veto power. I t i s
not the veto power. It is a nonbinding type of vote, i t i s a
discretionary type of vote on behalf of the county, and i t c an
only take place if the county board decides that they would like
to hold a special election, and then the special election
results, whether it's approval or disapproval, c an be used as a n
expression of community consent, because it seems to me that the
people in these counties have been promised, by lots of people,
lots of representatives, that their views will be c onsidered
b efore a nu c l ear wa st e site dump is located in their county.
This is a way to make good on that promise. This i s a way t o ,
for a number of people, to be able to keep their words, keep
their word, I should say, when t h e y ma d e t he a ssurance t h a t
community consent would be c o n s i d e r ed . I think it's an
appropriate amendment, and I think that some of the people that
voted no on th e o riginal right to vote, because i t wa s
mandatory, or because it gave the veto power will, hopefully,
support it. And I would urge its adoption.

The additional expense of this, for
that local county when the vote really doesn't mean anything, is
unnecessary . I ' d u r ge you all to vote no on this proposed
a mendment.
